THR STRANDING OF TILE 8.8. ‘WELCOMBE , 


A Marine Court of Enquiry was hold at 
the-Hurbour Master's Ultice today, for the 
purpose of investigating the cironmptances 
-attonding the stranding of the British stea- 
mer Weleombe, Captain Willian Reginald 
Corfield, on the Ist Mny, moar Makung, in 
the Pescadores Islands, ‘in the China Sea,

THE-NEW OPIUM CONVENTION. 
It would appoar from the following state- 
ment, madoat.the annual meeting of the 
Socicty forthe. Suppression of the Opium 
Trade, held at tho Mansion. Houso, on tho 
11th June, that tho rate’ of lekin agrosd on 


batweon Britain and China in tho new 
Opium Convention, is 80 taels per chest, 
instead of (0 os snnownced. in tho com- 
mrinigne on the subject tately published by 
the London Stuxdurd, This placw the 
total tax onovery cheat of opium imported 
into Chinn at 11¢ tacks, 80 -taels for Tekin, 
and 30 tack for- Foreign Customs Duty. 
The Seeretwy of tho Socioty, tho Rev. 
H. Storra-Turnor, stated that sine the 
report of the Socicty had bom in 
print Mr Gropper had pnt a: question on 
the notice paper of the House of Commons 
for tho 9th inst., to Lord E. ‘Fitzmiurice, 
but as the mecting waa aware, no quistions 
were pub upon that occasion. . Tard E, 
Fitzmaurice had, however, authoriev! Mr. 
Cropper to make public his reply, which ho 
gave in writing, The question was :— 
*To ask the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs whethér the information published 
on May-26;respecting the new arrangomont- 
relating to the opium traffic was snistanti- 
ally correct; particularly whuthor thofollow- 
ing statemonts were truc: ‘Tht two 
principal stipulations contained in it are 
the abolitim of the inland barriers for 
‘opium and the aduption of a uniform .rate 
for lekin. Tho uniform rate of Jekin is to 
be 60 tuck per chest, while tho oxisting 
Customs duty of 30 taels per chost es- 
tablished by the Treaty of Tientsin remains 
unchanged; whether the Under-Secrotary 
ean give the House -any information as to 
the terms of the proposed arrangement, and 
when the signature of the agreement in 
which it ig embodied may be expected to 
take place,’ To this question the fullowing 
was tho answer of Lord ¥.. Fitzmaurice —— 
‘fhe information is substantially correct, 
excopt as regards, the rate of lekin, which 
is lixed at 80 taels, The agreement cannot 
be aigned until the Gnal approval of its 
terms by tle Chinese Government Ins been 
received by the Chinese Minister; and it 
would bo contrary to precedent to nmke the 
details of the arrangement, public before 
(tho signature took placa.’ : 


QUARANTINE IN THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Tn conayjuenca of the serious logs and ia- 
convenionw which have been occasioned to 
ship-ownets, by the vexatious quarantine 
restrictions imposed at the Suca Canal 
ropresentuiives of tho principal Mastern 
Steamship lines have held a meting to 
concert measures for the protection of their 
interests, and it was resolved by them to 
amend their bills of lading in order that on 
tho imposition of quarantino steamers home- 
ward bound from an infected port should 
ve at liberty to proceed by way of the Cape, 
and so uvoid aelay ut Suez. Tb is fyund by 
experience that in the case of largo vessela 
of inoderaconatruction the loss of timo by the 
Cape is-almost compensated for by tho 
saving of Onuul dues, and that a fow days’ 
detentionat Suez would removo all advan- 
tages nowcxisting in favour of thatroute, — 
London & China Express.
